BELLIARD MATCH. 


_ That odious farce, the ao-oalled 'Intarna- 
tional Matoh,’ is ronlly matter for regret. 
Had John Roberts consented to burlesque 
the game of billiards by pleying. Dawaon 
(cay) or Mitchell with “a twisted cue and 
elliptical balls anda spot that was always 
harred,’ he would “have done nothing so 
absurdasin his game with Ives, For thera 
Was not, and thore{couldiuot be, any triel of 
skill between the two. American ond 
British billiards are full of essential diifer- 
ences, so that to compare Ives’s games aad 
Boberts’s is impossible, The compromise 
contrived—-neceasitating, os it did, a tabla 
thot was neither British mor American, with 

iis to anit—was in iteclf ridiculous. It 
oramped both players, and afforded no fair 
opportunity for contrast, On ove side was 
@ man accustomed to play exclusively for 
cannony, of the other a man whose great 
breaks havo been chiefly composed of 
hazards,’ Unless the American player were 
to practiso tho British game or the British 
player tha American, the result of a match 
atwedn the two must baa matter of trickery 
or abanoe. Ives owes what some people ara 
Pleased to call a victory to the former. No’ 
oompetent judge can doubt that Roberta's 
mastery is infinitely ‘greater that the Ame- 
rioan’s. Ives wasontplayed at every point, 
and at last resorted ta a dodge that firat- 
rate pliyors agree to hold unworthy. Ina 
matoh played a fow months ago Roberts 
showed that, if he liked, he could do the 
trick ‘ng well as ancther. Ho worked the 
balls up to the corner pocket, he ‘jammed’ 
them, he might have gone on scoring for a 
mouth; bot ha contemptuously ‘ smashed ” 
them, and went on with his wonted game, 
Indeed, tho foat of making o long series of 
cannons with the object balls in the jawa of 
the pocket is well within the moans of a 
decent ffth-rate player. For Ives, who waa 
perfectly cognisant of these facts, to decline 
‘upon an artifioa over which (for reasons, no 
doubt) be has acquired a peculiar mastery, 
whon bo wes nearly a thousand behind, is 
uivalont to an admission that he was ont- 
played. Could he have beaten Raberts 
without it he would assuredly have done ao, 
for that would have crowned him king 
wherever billiards are played. 

Of course we are covsidering the business 
purely from what may be called tho interest- 
of-the-game point of view. In ro far as it 
was only a pleasant American contrivance 
Yor the pleasant American pastime known aa 
"scooping the dollars,’ oue’s hearticst congra- 
tulations ara due to Ives. True, ho bas 
added hie ‘little lot’ to the sovironment 
thot taints the most delightful of indoor 
games, and has furnished yet another warn- 
ing to the straightforward sportsmen who 
love to bet, never to put money on the por- 
formance of o professional player; but ho 
may console himself with the reileation that 
he is pot worse than his neighbours, Even 
those whose regret that the British master 
has been beaten by an inferior is most ain- 
care will not oarry their pity so far as to com- 
tigerate him for being out of pocket by his 
defeat. He is an astute tactician, and he 
may fairly complain (perhaps) that in this 
instance skill bas been foiled by ounning : 
ho cannot that be was out-generalled in 
finance, The fact isthat the Billiard As- 
sociation must hasten to make the event a 
pretext for active measures, or the confn- 
sion will fast get worse oonfonnded. ‘To 
reaoh the height of absurdity let Pealt 
be matched with Ives, with nothing barred : 
when Peall may go on potting the red for 
one month, and Ives may proceed to cannon 
off jammed balla for anotber, And all will 
curse the game and dis, 

To kill tho naisance of all-in-all cham- 
pions, apot-barred champions, jam-barred 
champions, jams and-spot-barted champions, 
and the like, we must revolutionise the table. 
It will not be hard to make jamming im- 
possible: that might be done in several 
ways. The end pockets might be en- 
larged, thongh the device is open to 
the objection that it would facilitate all 
kinds of hazards: or they might be 
made smaller; or the cushions might be so 
erranged that the balls would inevitably kiss 
and have to be spotted; or better still, the 
end pockets, top and bottom, might he 
abolished. Thia last would end the spot- 
stroke also; for it is inconceivable that any 
further Peall will ever be ablu to do the 
trick with middles. These, in any oase, it 
would be well to spare: first, beoanae the 
hazards they occasion are the pretticst on 
the board, and demand the exercise of coa- 
siderable strength, so that a very long 
series is impossible; aud, second, they are a 
capital check upon on objectionable kind of 
gurnery faut coming into yoguc. Tia new 
pocket were necded, there is room for one in 
the centre af the baulk end, where it would 
be so far from tho ‘spot’ as to be} safe from 
the hazard stroke, Roform is imporative, 
aud must necessarily proceed on these lines ; 
for to bar this and that only provokes dis- 
cussion, But if you oan so arrange o table 
that ovory stroke made in accordance with 
the ordinary rules of the game shall count, 
and if thereby these long and tedious series 
of mechanical shots are made impossible, 
the problem is solved.—Natienal Observer.

DOWN THE MOUNTAIN TO DEATH. |- 


At four o'olock Gi tt#’morning of November 
Sth, 1875, an express train on-the Lehigh Valley 
Railway, in Amorica, waa on,the top of a monn- 
tain, cightoon “milca above the city of. Wilk- 
eabarro, Among.the passongérs wera the Pre- 
sident of the United States and sevoral mombors 
of his Cabinet, in-a*epecial coach.
